This will 
require ten class rooms.

be erected for not more than $100,000.00.

The only way to make an improvement of 


this kind is to issue and sell bonds of the school 
district. This is a business transaction and can 
be calculated exactly. The bonds .should run 
for the maximum period of 25 years. §100,000 
dividend by 25 equals $4,000.00 per year prin- 
cipal to be paid. The bonds will bear interest 
at the rate of 5 per cent. Interest for the first 
year will be $5,000.00, for the last year the in- 
terest will be $200.00. Therefore the largest 
payment will be $9,000.00 and the smallest will 
be $4,200.00. The average payment will be 
$6,600.00. To raise $6,600.00 annually on the 
present tax duplicate of Carlisle Township re- 
quire a tax rate of 1.8 mills. This means a tax 
of $1.80 on each $1,000.00 worth of taxable 
property. The man who pays tax on $5000.00 
will pay to secure the building, the sum of $9.00 
each year, or 18c per week. The payment of a 
bond issue should not be a matter of argument. 
Anyone who doubts these figures should con- 
sult the County Auditor. He will be glad to give 
you any information you desire on this point.
